One thousand eight hundred and sixty-six, and it is expedient to 
continue the same for a further limited Period : 

Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
10 with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal,

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and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, as follows : 

1. The said Act shall continue in force until the Expiration of 
Twenty-one Days after the Commencement of the Session of 
Parliament immediately succeeding the present Session; and the 5 
said Act shall be construed as if the Words “ until the Expiration of 
“ Twenty-one Days after the Commencement of the Session imme- 
“ diately succeeding the present Session ” were throughout the said 
Act substituted for the Words “ until the Eixst of September One 
“ thousand eight hundred and sixty-six.” 
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
